Hunaary.— On Saturday, Lord Palmerston nobly re- 
marked in the House of Commons, on the subject of the infamous 
proceedings of Austria and Russia, with reference to the inde- 
pendent kingdom of Hungary, that, “Austria had become an ex- 
traordinary favourite with parties who had lately folded France in 
their embrace, but who now were charmed with Austria because 
they considered the Government of that country the symbol of arbi- 
trary principles. Withrespect to the Hungarian nation, he believed 
that it had enlisted on tts side the heart and the wishes of the whole 
people, and he asserted that it was @ separate nation, though under 
the crown of Austria. The question at issue was whether Hungary 
was to preserve its ancient national integrity, or be amalgamated and 
become an integral part of Austria, It was painful to witness the 
warfare now proceeding in Hungary; but, whatever way war, if 
allowed to goon, might end, Austria could not fail to be weakened. 
It was therefore desirable for the sake of Kurope generally that this 
war in Hungary should be brought, if possible, to an amicable ter- 
mination. No opportunity had as yet presented itself for the Govern- 
ment to give any official (as distinguished from private) expression 
of opinion on this question; but, should a fitting opportunity occur, 
it would be the duty of Government to seize it, and to state their 
views, with the hope of leading to a satisfactory arrangement. He 
did‘not think that the free expression of opinion on the part of Eng- 
land upon the affairs of other countries in any way endangered the 
preservation of peace; for he held that opinions were stronger than 
arms, and that, if right, they would in ad/ cases eventually prevail, 
This country should not interfere so far as to endanger our relations 
with other states, but we could not remain passive spectators of such 
events as those now passing in Hungary, and it would be the duty 
of the Government to take advantage of any opportunity that might 
present itself to offer its counsels of friendship and peace, but in 
such a manner as not to commit us to embark in the quarrels.”’ The 
great importance of this avowal can hardly be estimated. Every 
word has a precise and most emphatic meaning; and the entire com- 
position is worthy of being written up, within the Temple of Free- 
dom, in letters of gold. 


THE PEACE CONGRESS AT PARIS. 

The preparations for this great demonstration in favour of per- 
manent international peace are proceeding vigorously. ‘The secre- 
taries of the Peace Congress Committee of London are now in 
Paris, completing the necessary arrangements, in concert with the 
Committee of Organization which has been formed there, and which 
comprises some of the most eminent men in France; among others, 
M. de Lamartine, the Marquis of Rochefoucauld, M. Kmile de 
Girardin, M. Horace Say, M. Wolowski, M. Francisque Prouveh, 
M. Chevalier, M. Garnier, &c. . 

From England there will be a large delegation. Mr. Cobden 
and several members of Parliament have signified their intention 
of being present, and the committee have received the names of a 
great number of gentlemen from different parts of the country who 
will attend the congress. 

In America the subject has been taken up very warmly; a com- 
mittee has been formed in Boston to co-operate with the London 
and Paris committees, and they have already sent over the names 
of about sixty gentlemen, who have been delegated to represent 
some of the most important cities and towns in the United States. 
Among others, we understand that Joshua Giddings (the father of 
the House of Representatives), Dr. Howe, W. Cullen Bryant (the 
the distinguished poet), Amos Draper, Esq., &e, &e., are expected 
to come over expressly to attend the congress, 

From a programme which has just been issued by the committee 
we perceive that the delegates are to assemble in London on 
Monday, the 20th of je and will proceed to Paris by special 
train on the following day, returning to London on Tuesday, the 
28th. The expense to each delegate, including all travelling 
charges to and from Paris, and hotel accommodation in Paris, is to 
be £6. 10s. first class, and £5, 10s. second class. 

Persons wishing to proceed with the delegation to Paris, either 
in the capacity of delegates or as visitors, must immediately com- 
municate with the committee in London, in order to procure a 
proper authorization or introduction. The committee have made 
arrangements for the accommodation of ladies who may wish to 


accompany their friends.

TABLE TALK, 


A correspondent of the Rochester American has furnished 
to that paper some particulars of the late deplorable accident at 
Niagara Falls. The party, which left Buffalo for the Falls that 


day; consisted of Mr. and Mrs. De Forest, three daughters, Mr. 
Addington, who was engaged to the eldest daughter, and another 
gentleman, seven in all. About sunset all went down together, 
and crossed over to Goat Island, and from thence to Luna Taland’ 
which lies still further out in the river, towards the Canada side, 
Here, within about ten feet of the brink, and directly upon the 
edge of the hurrying mass of waters, Addington and his betrothed 
stationed themselves, In the rear were a friend of the writer 
and the second sister, and further back still Mr. De Forest and his 
lady. Little Antoinette (seven years of age) was running round in 
high spirits, from one to another of the group, laughing and 
dancing in all the light-heartedness of childhood. The rest were 
conversing with peculiar vivacity and cheerfulness. The sullen 
mass of waters bearing onward heavily and irresistibly, the un- 
changing diapason of the descending torrent in its rocky contact, 
the dying beams of the sun silvering the illusive brink, and then 
the colder radiance of the moon tinging the restless foam, seemed 
to inspire an unusual flow of thought and of feeling among 
the party. It was nearly eight o’clock. They had conversed long 
and pleasantly. Little Antionette was still dancing and playing as 
much aseyer, Her silvery laughter rang through the air, and her 
innocent gambols had brought many a smile to the lips of her 
parents. Soon, however, her father perceiving that she approached 
nearer to the river, warned her away, and called her to him. 
Young Addington immediately turned round and said, ‘ Never 
mind; I will see that she is safe.” With this, in girlish playful- 
ness and spite, she ran up behind him and pulled his coat, * Aha, 
you rogue!’’ said he, “ I’ll have you now; I will throw you over 
the Falls!” Taking her gently and playfully by the arms, he 
lifted her up and swung her out just over the water, Alarmed at 
her situation, she struggled whilst suspended at the furthest, and 
slipped from his hands. The instant she touched tho water she 
was borne full six feet from the shore. Addington turned—spoke 
but a syllable to the horror-stricken girl beside him, and sprang 
after her, clasped her at the waist, struggled for a moment in the 
dark torrent, and then, with the precious burden in his embrace, 
was hurled like a bubble from the brink!

The infant princess, the only daughter of the Duke of 
Modena, born at Bolzano, in the Tyrol, the 19th of October, last 
year, died on the 8th ofthe present month, at Modena, Our readers 
will remember the great rejoicings with which the return of the 
duchess with her infant daughter, when brought home from Bol- 


zano by the duke, on the Ist of last June, was hailed and celebrated — 


by the good people of Modena. Francis V., the present duke, was 
married in March, 1842, to his present duchess, Aldegonda Augusta 
Carolina, daughter of King Louis of Bavaria, and sister to the 
reigning Bavarian ve tndes bo a princess of the most amiable 
character, and adorned by the most solid and unaffected Christian 
virtues, which greatly endear her to her subjects, especially to the 
poorer classes. The six years that elapsed after their marriage 
before having any issue rendered so much more joyful to the duke 
and the Modenese people the birth of the princess, whom it has now 
pleased the Almighty to take to himself. The loss has been severely 
felt by the fond parents and by the people in general. 


It appears that there is to be a second combat at Madrid 
between a bull and a wild beast.

The noble marquis is not 
only a good, benevolent landlord, but a very wealthy, provident 
man; and there are many who will regret his separation from a 
county in which his maternal ancestors resided and held large pos- 
sessions for centuries.

Tue Porsontnc Cases at WestBpury.—On the 28th 
of June an inquest was held at Westbury, Wilts, which resulted in 
a verdict of “ Wilful murder” against Rebecca Smith for poisonin 
her infant child, It was then elicited that the prisoner had had 
ten other children, only one of whom was living, all the rest having 
died in infancy. Under these suspicious circumstances it was 
resolved to disinter some of the other bodies; and accordingly, on 
the 11th of July, those of Sarah, born on the 18th of June, 1841, 
died the 7th of August, aged twenty days, and Edward, born the 
14th of June, 1841, died the 29th of June, aged fifteen days, were 
exhumed, and the remains forwarded to Mr. Herapath, of Bristol, 
for analyzation. Last week an inquest was held at the Lopez Arms, 
Westbury, before Mr. G. M. Sylvester, when various evidence was 
adduced, and the jury returned a verdict ‘‘ That the deceased chil- 
dren died from the effects of arsenic, but how or by whom adminis- 
tered there is no evidence to show.” 


ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


Exrenstve Ropperres.—lInformation has been received 
by the police that Mr. Tipple, of St, John’s-square, Clerkenwell, 
whilst passing through Exmouth-street, had been plundered of 
£330 in Bank of England notes, and that a clerk to Lumley, 
Nicholl, and Co., of Carey-street, whilst passing through Cornhill, 
had been robbed of £280 in Bank of England notes. 


Metancnoiy Accipent at Rayi.—On Monday a 
young Lia named Anson, from Birmingham, was unfortunately 
drowned whilst bathing on the shoreat Rhyl, She had incautiously 
proceeded too far, and was carried away by the tide. 


Faran Accipent.—- LEAPING FRoM A RAILWAy 
CARRIAGE.—Last week a single woman, of the name of Ann Gars- 
dine, who resided with her brother at Chapel Town, took a ticket 
at the Bolton station, to proceed to Bromley Cross, She took her 
seat in a second-class carriage, and in the same compartment were 
two young females. Ina short time the unfortunate woman was 
noticed to look through the window, and also to put her hand out- 
side the door and open it, She then deliberately got upon the step 
of the carriage and jumped down the embankment, The train at 
the time was going at the rate of thirty-five miles an hour. As 800n 
as the occurrence was made known to the guard, the engine was 
reversed. She was taken up in an insensible state, and expired 
at about seven o’clock on the night of the same day, No cause can 
be assigned for the rash act, except that she thought the train had 
passed Bromley Cross, the station where she wished to alight. 


A Herotne rx Humace Lire.—Burevary.—Last 
week the rectory-house at Hockering, occupied by the Rev. Tr; 
Berney, was burglariously broken into and entered. Between two 
and three o’clock in the morning the two servants (the cook and 
housemaid) were awoke by hearing a noise in the house ; the house- 
maid, whose name is Spanton, with great presence of mind, imme- 
diately jumped from a window, about fourteen feet high, on to some 
tiles, and on reaching the ground ran to the bailiff’s house, about 
200 yards off, and gave the alarm. Mr. Turner, the bailiff, pro- 
ceeded to the rectory and forced open the door, when two men 
rushed out. One of them, who had a gun, and who turned out to 
be a labourer named Brand, living in Hockering, was secured by 
Mr. Turner; the other escaped, but left his coat behind. Brand 
was taken by Police-constable Willis before the Rev, T. Paddon, 
and was remanded for further examination, Great praise is due to 
the girl who ran for assistance. 


Spontaneous ComBustion.— A_ station at West- 
bridge, near Leicester, on the North Midland Railway, was burnt 
to the ground last week. The loss of property is great, but the 
company are insured in the Sun-office for £600. The fire is sup- 
posed to have originated by the spontaneous combustion of the 
‘« waste’’; indeed, the rooms were full of yellow grease, oil, and 


cotton. 

Destructive Fires. — A fire occurred on Sunday 
morning, shortly before three o’clock, upon the premises known as 
the Red Lion Tavern, the property of Mr,W,T, Tabernacle, situate 
at the corner of King Hdward-street and Bull-and-Mouth-street, 
St. Martin’s-le-Grand. The residents, suBseS og of Mrs. Taber- 
nacle, a female servant the barman, and a lo ger, made their 
appearance at one of the upper windows in their night-clothes, 
screaming for help. A police-officer told them to remain where 
they were for a few minutes until the escape arrived, They, how- 
ever, threw a feather-bed out of window, and the whole of the 
inmates in succession jum ed upon it, and escaped with very trifling 
injuries, With as little delay as poe the engines of the London 
Brigade, parish, and West of England Company, together with 
two of the Royal Socicty’s escapes, reached the spot, when the fire- 
men found the whole of the extensive premises in one body of fire. 

‘he flames were rushing from the windows completely across the 
carriage-road, and were burning the branches of the trees in Christ’s 
Hospital-gardens. At the same time showers of sparks and large 
flakes of burning wood were blowing about, to the danger of firing 
the Bull and Mouth coach and luggage warehouses. By conveying 
the hose of three or four engines round the blazing property, the 
flames were cut off in the direction of Bull-and-Mouth-street ; but, 
in spite of the labour of the firemen, the flames continued to rise so 
high as, for upwards of an hour, to keep the City illuminated. 
Whilst the firemen were at work, the whole of the floors, and, 
finally, the roof, fell in, and numerous Jets of water being then 
thrown from the engines, so as to cover noeny the whole of the 
building, had the effect at last of extinguishing the flames, — 
Another fire occurred at No. 1, Lidice aH Spitalfields, be- 
longing to Mr. H. Cash, the extensive ronfounder, The flames 
commenced on the first floor, used as one of the pattern depéts, 
immediately over the steam-engine and machinery departments. 
The moment the discovery was made, an alarm was given, when 
assistance promptly arrived.

Fata SHIPWRECK.—I'WENTY-sEVEN Lives Lost. 
By the arrival of the Maria Watson from the Isle of Pines, in the 
South Seas, intelligence is brought communicatin the total loss of 
the ship Scamander, on @ reef of rocks off New Ca edonia, with the 
melancholy sacrifice of all hands, excepting three. The Scamander,- 
a vessel of 300 tons burden, was engaged in the South Sea service, 


‘at Kilmore, on the 16th of May last. 
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and at the time of the unexpected calamity was bearing for the Isle 
of Pines station, for water and provisions, having run short from 
their Jengthened outward passage. It occurred on the night of the 
15th of February. In the early part of the day a heavy gale came 
on from the-eastward, the ship lying in lat. 23. 38 south, long. 
167. 40 east; the Isle of Pines being N.N.E., distant about fifty- 
three miles. At ten o’clock at night the south reef of New Cale- 
donia was observed on the port quarter, and within ten minutes 
after she struck on it with tremendous force. Every effort before 
had been taken to keep her off, but the gale, almost a hurricane, 
baffled all exertions. All hands were upon deck at the time, The 
moment or so after she struck a terrific sea, which rose in height 
to the maintop, broke upon her, instantly sweeping off the decks, 
overboard, the whole crew, excepting two. who clung to the main 
rigging and fore yard. Of the twenty-eight washed overboard, 
only one succeeded in regaining the vessel, who was saved; the 
remainder, every soul of them, perished at one swoop. The master, 
Mr. Hall, had been confined to his cabin for some days from painful 
illness, and, although the cabin was nearly full of water, he coul 
not, on account of extreme weakness, reach the deck. A second 
heavy sea soon after thundered over her, throwing the vessel on 
her beamends, where she would soon have been dashed to pieces, 
but for the unfortunate master, who, making himself heard to the 
surviving seamen, Bee with the utmost expedition cut away the 
masts and rigging. ‘This so far lightened the ship that she imme- 
diately ghiels and the next sea carried her high and dry on the reef. 
The next day, the gale having moderated, as much fresh water and 
provisions as could be got out of the wreck was stowed away in one 
of the whaleboats, with which the master and the three surviving 
men put to sea, and made for the Isle of Pines station, but it was 
a tedious passage, on account of the continued gales. ‘When they 
quitted the reef the vessel was almost broken in two—in fact a 
complete wreck. The names of the survivors are Thomas Under- 
wood, Joseph Gabriel, and a South Sea islander, 


Murperous ATracK UPON A FARMER BY HIS 
Brorner.—A very dreadful oceurrence (says a Hull paper) took 
place at a small farmhouse, situate on the Beverley road, in the 

arish of Thearne, a distance of about five miles from the town of 
Frull, and three from Beverley. About aquarter of a mile from the 
beerhouses on the Beverley road resides a farmer named George 
Young, a man well known in the neighbourhood as an industrious 
and respectable person. Mr. Young has a brother named Robert 
living with him to assist on the farm, who, for the last ten years, 
has been suffering under deep mental depression, but, being of a 
naturally mild and peaceable disposition, no restraint was put upon 
him. e had, however, several times exhibited a degree of irrita- 
bility, and on more than one occasion he had struck his brother on 
the slightest provocation being given. In the morning, about half- 

ast six o’clock, Mr, George Young went into a field adjoining his 

ouse to set his brother to plough, and give him the necessary 
instructions. There, a joiner, named James Machon, soon after 
found George Young lying bleeding on the ground. The wounded 
man was put into bed with all possible s eed, Dr. Williams, of 
Beverley, and Mr. Wallace, surgeon, of Hull, were then sent for, 
and on their arrival it was discovered that Mr. Young had been 
struck on the back and side of the head with an axe in three dif- 
ferent places, and thata portion of the brain had been knocked out 
by the violence of the blows. He isin a most dangerous state, and 
not the slightest hopes are entertained of hisrecovery. His brother 
Robert, as soon as he had put the horses in the stable, commenced. 
cutting one of the hedges, and went into the house to dinner a8 
usual, without making the slightest allusion to what had occurred. 
By this time, however, two constables had been sent for, who took 


him into custody.

The Marines were equally unfortunate, the loft wing be ng 
beaten by a ‘high wall; and the right, after descendin into the 
ditch, and scaling the opposite escarp go as to get a footing, bein 
obliged, by the < orous resistance of the besieged, to retire. The 
17th Regiment also descended into the ditch, but there found that 
their scaling-laddera were too short, and the opposition too strong 
for any chance of auccess, and so the 17th also withdrew, Within 
and within the lines nothing could be moro praiseworthy than 
the manner in which the men went through their evolutions, 
They all went about their work as seronaly as if the harm- 
lessness of the contents of their cartouch-boxes was still a 
secret unknown to them, and they ran the Greateat posaibla oanger 
of being knocked over the next moment. It wag quite comfort ng 
to see how carefully they sheltered their bodies within the ram- 
parts, never showing till the instant they were about to fire and 
then withdrawing again, Without, the attacking columns exhibited 
the utmost daring; and it remains an even question between the 
divisions which distinguished themselves most on the occasion, An 
impervious hedge, a high wall, and short scaling-ladders were the 
real caused of the retreat, and not the slightest taint rests upon the 
honour of the corps engaged; in fact, they seemed to court 
destruction; and how they escaped the deadly aims takon at them 
by the besieged, was what no one present could perfectly under- 
stand! The details of this first operation were in all respects 
admirably performed, and excited general Approbation, The seenic 
effect of it was beautiful from the height at which the lines attacked 
stand, and the evolutions of the troops in availing themselves of the 
shelter which the ground afforded, It was also interesting to see the 
harmonious action of the different arma of the military service, the 
rapidity and regularity with which the whole work was conducted, 
and the hearty, zealous manner in which every man performed his 
duty, 

The second portion of the day's roceedings was a far more 
elaborate one than the first, and consisted of a successful assault 
and escalade of the left of Chatham Lines, and in further opera- 
tions leading to the reduction of the place. The garrison was 
formed of a squadron of cavalry, two companies of the Royal 
Artillery, one company of tho Ttoyal Sappera and Miners, four 
companies of the Enrolled Pensioners, and the Provisional Batta- 
lion. The columns of attack were the fame as in the escalade of 
the right of the lines, with the addition of two companies of the 
Royal Artillery and a small force postedin the island and the north 
side of St, Mary’s Creek, A portion of the sailors and marines of 
the fleet also were employed in manning four gunboats and in cap- 
turing Gillingham Tower and Battery. The operations commenced 
With the formation of a pontoon bridge over St, Mary’s Creek, for 
the passage of troops from the island to the main, combined with d 
successful assault and esealade of the left of Chatham Lines, ana 
the occupation of the first parallel and its batteries, these opera. 
tions being supported by the fire of artillery from the high ground 
near Burnt Oak-cottage, and by the firé from gunboats in the 
Medway and St. Mary’s Greek, Of the entire proceedings this was 
perhaps the most striking, The yreat variety of military and naval 
operations combined in it, the 


mmense numbers of spectators by 
this time assembled on the ground, and the admirable precision 


which characterized every movement of the troops, all contributed 
to the effect produced, Within the lines the besieged had been 
drawn up in expectation for some time before the attack com- 
menced, Nothing was to be seen of the enemy unless the eye 
searched closely the distant landscape, when heads of each column 
might be distinguished cautiously peeping out, while the main 
body was covered by the nature of the land. At len th, how- 
ever, the signal was given, Gillingham Tower too up the 
firing; the different divisions debouched upon the open ground 
in front of the works, and, having taken up positions in echelon 
therein, the skirmishers were quickly thrown out, and the whole 
again moved forward. ‘The garrison make a sortie, but are beaten 
back, and passing through the gatewny of an interior stockade are 
unable, from the rapidity of the pursuit, to lift the drawbridge.

Thence they gradually make their way to the first parallel, while 
the besieged retire behind the parapet of the second and occupy the 
fire barn. For the possession of this last point a struggle takes 
place, ‘The troops on the island now cross the pontoon-bridge, and 
under cover of the sea-wall proceed to the right attack. Along sig. 
“ig approaches the attacking columns find their fe to the second 
earallel, while the unfortunate besieged not only find the enemy 
aining ground, but see their own cannon turned against them, 
The besiegers reoccupy the more advanced breaches both of the 
left attack against the ravelin and the right attack against the 
redoubt and the Duke of Cumberland’s front. The redoubt is 
breached by mines and a lodgment formed on the breach, The 
right double sap, the serpentine sap, and the left double Bap are 
blown up.

DOMESTIC CHEMISTRY. 
CHAPTER IIT, 

Before describing Separately the principles of the animal and 
vegetable kingdoms, it will be necessary to say a few words con- 
cerning that most constant of all their constituents—namely, water. 
Water is a compound of oxygen and hydrogen, in the proportion of 
one part by weight of hydrogen to eight parts of oxygen. Pure 
water is transparent, colourless, tasteless, and inodorous. At all 
temperatures between 32 deg. and 212 deg. of the common ther- 
mometer (Fahrenheit’s) water is liquid; below 82 deg. it is solid 
(ice) ; above 212 deg, it is gaseous (steam). When water is heated 
to 212 deg. it boils; that is to ga , it is rapidly converted into steam, 
which passes off in bubbles. When this steam comes into contact 
with the cold air it forms a vapour or cloud, which consists of 
innumerable particles of water, for steam (which is invisible) 
vecomes water again when its temperature is reduced, The process 


of distillation consists in converting a liquid into vapour and con- 
densing it in another vessel; and this is t 


he best means of obtaining 
water perfectly pure, for river water an 


: d spring water are far from 
being pure, and, although best to drink, are often quite unfit for 
many domestic purposes, 


containing generally much chalk (held in 
solution by carbonic acid}, some other salts o lime, and also a large 
quantity of carbonie acid free, which gives to spring water the 
sparkling appearance which it has. Tron, and some of the numerous 
earthy salts, are generally found in spring water, and in what are 
called ‘mineral waters.’’ These exist in considerable quanuties. 
Such various impurities sometimes give to water the peculiar qua- 
lity of hardness which renders it almost useless as a cleansing fluid. 
This defect may often be got rid of by boiling for some time in an 
Open vessel, Hard water should invariably be allowed to boil 
before being used for making tea; this expels the carbonic 
acid and throws down the chalk, &c, Water which contains iron 
gives an unpleasant blackness to tea made with it. This may be 
remedied by boiling the water with a small portion of soda, and 
setting it by in a vessel to allow the sediment which forms to subside, 
80 that the clear water may be poured off for use. The soda com. 
bines with the acid which held the iron in solution, and the iron 
is thrown down in the state of oxide, or what is commonly called 
rust, 

The purest water which can be obtained as a natural product is 
obtained by melting freshly-fallen snow, or by receiving rain in a 
clean vessel at a distance from houses or other sources of contami- 
nation; but even this is not pure, though fit for all the purposes of 
cleansing, Water boiling in an open vessel is exactly at the tem- 
perature of 212 deg., and it is impossible by urging the fire to raise 
the temperature of the water even one degree higher; but, when 
the steam is prevented escaping, this exerts a pressure on the water 
Which enables it to obtain a greater degree of heat before boiling. 
This is the principle of the “ digesters” in common use, the lids of 
which are fastened down, and have a plug or safety-valve in them 
to prevent the pressure of the steam bursting them; but, in the 
case of a common kettle oy saucepan, it is useless to urge the fire 
when the water actually boils, as the heat cannot raise the tempe. 
rature of the water beyond the boiling point.

Parron,— This was 
an action brought by Mies Kezia Penge »a Ath lady of considerable 
personal attractions, against the defendan » Mr, Richard Parton, son of a 
Teapectable farmer of thts county, for a breach of promise of marriage, 
Damages were laid at £5000—Sergeant Allen atated that the plaintiff was 
the daughter of a large and respectable farmer, who also practised as a 
veterinary surgeon, and resident, when the defendant was first received into 
the family, at Abbot's Bromley, in this county, She was a young lady who 
had been carefully Drought up, and had reeeived a superior education, The 
defendant's family live at Bromley Wurst, and he was now about twenty-nine 
reas ofaye. The defendant was introduced to the plaintiff's father in the 
atter end of 1844, and shortly afterwards commenced paying his addresses 
to the young lady, who was about nineteen, [lis addresses were accepted, 
and he visited as the plaintift’s suitor, The learned sergeant, in the course 
of his address, read extracts from several letters sent by the defendant to the 
tee the whole of which disclosed the strongest affection and most fervid 
ove, several of them anticipating the day when his desires should be 
consummated by marriage. he tenor of these letters showed that the 
defendant was serious in his purpose, there being very little that was 
mawkish or sentimental in them, ‘The learned counsel closed his address 
by an cloquent and forcible appeal to the jury, affirming that the case Was no 
light one, and requiring damages to the full amount.—'The learned sergeant’s 
statements were substantiated by the evidence of the brother and mother of 
the plaintiff, the only witnesses called.—The brother stated that his grand- 
father had been incumbent of Checkley, in thig county, and that at the time 
of the defendant's Introduetion to his sister his father rented a farm of 300 
aéres, and practised as a veterinary surgeon, In April, 1845, he heard the 
defendant make the plaintiff an offer, which was accepted, and from that 
time to the beginning of the present year he had continually visited and 
corresponded with her. His father had removed to two or three other 
places in the county, some miles from the defendant's residence, but 
defendant had contrived to visit the plaintiff very frequently, which visits 
vad been returned by her and fainily, tt further appeared that up to the 
7th of May last the correspondence had been kept up, on which day he sent
